Continuation of #3: Applicant has amended independent claims 4 and 17 by adding 
proposed new limitations "an adhesive layer consisting of and * Vherein the adhesive 
layer is in direct mechanical contact with the successive sheets in each pair", which 
requires a new search and/or further consideration. 

Continuation of #11: The application is not placed in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant's arguments are drawn to a proposed claim amendment, which is not being 
entered. Thus, the arguments are not commensurate in scope with the claims. 
Specifically, the applicant's arguments drawn to the limitations "an adhesive layer 
consisting of and "wherein the adhesive layer is in direct mechanical contact with the 
successive sheets in each pair" have not been entered. Therefore, the arguments are not 
conmiensurate in scope with the claims of record. Applicant's arguments of record are 
not found persuasive because they rely on the non-entered amendments. Apphcant is 
referred back to the final rejection of record in the paper dated April 1, 2005.
